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The  Public  School  Laws  Recodification  Coimnittee  herewith 
reports  to  the  1981  General  Assembly  on  the  matter  of  recod- 
ification of  the  North  Carolina  public  school  laws.  The  report 
is  made  pursuant  to  Resolution  5^  of  the  1979  Session  Laws  and 
Resolution  95  of  the  1979  Session  Laws  (Second  Session  1980). 

This  report  consists  of  the  recommendations  of  the  committee 
with  regard  to  recodification  and  the  Committee's  proposed  re- 
write of  the  public  school  laws.  This  rewrite  would  recodify 
the  public  school  laws  by  rearranging  them  into  a more  coherent 
format  but  by  maintaining  the  substance  of  the  current  law.  This 
report  also  details  all  modifications  in  the  language  of  the 
current  law  made  necessary  by  the  proposed  rearrangement.

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PREFACE 


The  Public  School  Laws  Recodification  ComTiiittee,  authordzei 
by  Resolution  of  the  1979  Session  Laws  and  Resolution  95  of  the 
1979  Session  Laws  (Second  Session  1980),  is  a Conraiittee  created 
to  recodify  the  public  school  laws  of  North  Carolina.  The  CoTninittee 
is  co-chaired  by  Senator  James  D.  Speed  and  Representative  Margaret 
Tennille,  co-chairmen  of  the  Education  Committees  of  the  Senate  and 
the  House  of  Representatives,  respectively,  of  the  1979  General 
Assembly.  The  co-chairmen  were  elected  by  the  Committee  from  its 
membership.  Committee  members  appointed  by  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
from  the  Senate  are  Senators  James  D.  Speed,  Cecil  R.  Jenkins,  Jr. 
and  Marvin  Ward;  Committee  members  appointed  by  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  from  the  House  of  Representatives  are 
Representatives  Margaret  Tennille,  Aaron  E.  Pussell  and  Richard 
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Wright . 

The  Resolutions  creating  the  Public  School  Laws  Recodification 
Committee  directed  the  Commitee  to  study  a recodification  of  the 
public  school  laws  based  on  the  Committee  Substitute  for  Senate 
Bill  45  (1979  General  Assembly).  Commitee  Substitute  for  Senate 
Bill  45  "would  recodify  the  public  school  laws  by  rearranging  the 
format  and  maintaining  the  substance  of  the  current  law."  (Preamble 
to  Resolution  51  of  the  1979  Session  Laws). 

The  preamble  to  Resolution  51  also  referred  to  the  history  of 
the  effort  to  recodify  the  public  school  laws.  In  1975»  the  "General 
Assembly  recognized  that  the  North  Carolina  public  school  laws  were 
out-of-date  and  in  need  of  revision...  (T)he  1975  General  Assembly 
directed  revision  of  the  public  school  laws  by  the  State  Board  of 


Education  and  a Special  Coimiiission  on  Revision  and  Recodification  ... 
(T)lais  recodification  and  revision  effort  produced  a lengthy  report 
and  complex  proposed  legislation  which  the  1977  General  Assembly 
submitted  to  the  Legislative  Research  Commission  for  further 
study  ..." 

Resolution  95  of  the  1979  Session  Laws  (Second  Session  1980) 
directs  the  Public  School  Laws  Recodif ication  Committee  to  report 
to  the  1981  General  Assembly.  This  report  is  submitted  pursuant 
to  that  directive. 

A membership  list  of  the  Committee  and  the  full  text  of 
Resolutions  51  and  95  may  be  found  in  Appendix  A.  A list  of 
interested  persons  who  attended  one  or  more  committee  meetings 
may  be  found  in  Appendix  B. 
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CoTiraiittee  Proceedings 


The  Public  School  Laws  Recodification  Committee  held  fire 
meetings  during  the  course  of  its  study.  These  meetings  spanned 
eighteen  months  from  the  adjournment  of  the  first  session  of  the 
1979  General  Assembly  to  February  11,  1981.  The  Committee  reviewed 
the  current  public  school  laws  of  North  Carolina  and  the  history 
of  the  recodification  effort,  prepared  a draft  of  proposed  legis- 
lation and  made  it  available  to  the  public, and  solicited  and  heard 
public  comment  on  both  the  scope  and  the  specific  content  of  the 
proposed  recodification. 

Recommendations  and  Proposed  Legislation 
Pursuant  to  its  mandate  to  study  a recodification  of  the 
public  school  laws  based  on  Committee  Substitute  for  Senate  Bill  1-5 
found  in  Resolution  51  of  the  1979  Session  Laws  and  Resolution  95 
of  the  1979  Session  Laws  (Second  Session  1980),  the  Public  School 
Laws  Recodification  Committee,  after  having  reviewed  the  public 
school  laws  of  North  Carolina  and  the  information  presented  to  it, 
makes  the  following  recommendation  and  proposed  the  following 
legislation  to  the  1981  General  Assembly: 

Recommendation  1 . The  Public  School  Laws  Recodification  Committee 
recognizes  the  commendable  efforts  of  earlier  studies  in  producing 
a coherent  and  cohesive  format  for  recodifying  the  public  school^ 
laws;  therefore,  the  Committee  recommends  that  the  outline  utilized 
by  the  1977  Legislative  Research  Commission  Study  of  the  Public 
School  Laws  be  the  basis  for  recodification. 
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The  CoTmnittee  also  recognizes  that  the  outline  is,  in  some 
instances,  out-of-date  due  to  revisions  in  the  public  school  lav:s 
made  subsequent  to  earlier  recodification  studies;  therefore,  the 
Committee  recommends  that  recodification  of  the  public  school  laws 
not  adhere  absolutely  to  the  outline. 

The  1979  Legislative  Research  Commission  Study  of  the  Public 
School  Laws,  after  serious  study  and  extensive  work  on  recodification 
of  the  public  school  laws  which  drew  heavily  on  the  '1977  report  of 
the  Special  Commission  on  Revision  and  Recodification,  produced  an 
outline  for  the  recodification  of  the  public  school  laws.  This 
outline  was  in  response  to  the  charge  to  the  Special  Commission 
that  the  public  school  laws  were  out-of-date  and  needed  revision 
and  that  the  then  current  revisions  were  being  made  on  a pricemeal 
basis,  and  the  charge  to  the  Legislative  Research  Commission  to  do 
further  work  on  the  report  of  the  Special  Commission. 

The  outline  produced  by  the  distinguished  Committees  which 
had  previously  studied  the  question  of  the  recodification  of  the 
public  school  laws,  appears  in  Appendix  C,  This  outline,  with 
modifications  made  necessary  by  the  revision  of  the  public  school 
laws  since  it  was  formulated,  is  the  basic  format  for  the  proposed 
recodification  which  appears  in  Appendix  D of  this  report. 

Recommendation  2.  The  Committee  recommends  that  the  recpdif ication 
of  the  public  school-  laws  be  a reorganization  of  Chapter  119  of 
North  Carolina  General  Statutes  embodying  no  substantive  changes 
in  the  law.  Changes  in  the  language  of  the  current  law  should  be 
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kept  to  a minimuTn  and  should  be  clearly  documented  for  the  benefit 
of  persons  reviewing;  a proposed  recodification. 

Notwithstanding  a general  consensus  that  the  public  school 
laws  should  be  placed  in  a more  cogent  form,  attempts  to  recodify 
the  laws  which  have  embodied  both  substantive  changes  and  changes 
in  organization  have  failed.  Due  to  the  length  and  complexity  of 
Chapter  an  attempt  just  to  rearrange  it  is  a major  undertaking. 

Portions  of  the  law  must  be  placed  in  new  contexts  without  distorting 
their  meaning.  The  inter-relationships  among  various  sections  must 
not  be  distorted.  If  substantive  changes  were  made  in  the  law 
simultaneously,  it  would  be  extremely  difficult  for  the  interested 
persons  to  identify  them  and  to  determine  the  impact  of  the  changes 
on  the  entire  body  of  law;  the  experiences  of  the  General  Assembly 
in  1977  and  in  1979,  indicate  that  it  is  nearly  impossible  for  the 
General  Assembly  to  debate  and  to  verify  the  scope  of  the  policy 
changes  implicit  in  proposed  legislation  attempting  to  reorganize 
the  public  school  laws  while  making  substantive  changes  in  them. 

A recodification,  even  one  embodying  no  substantive  changes 
in  the  law,  requires  some  changes  in  the  current  text  of  the  law. 

Some  additional  transitional  language  and  some  changes  in  grammar 
and  syntax  are  made  necessary  when  portions  of  the  law  are  placed 
in  a new  context.  Outright  errors  and  ambiguous  and  distorted 
language  in  the  text,  when  there  is  no  conflict  over  the  intent 
of  the  General  Assembly  in  enacting  the  legislation,  should  be 
corrected.  Language  which  is  obsolete  (i.e.,  mandates  to  initiate 
or  complete  projects  by  a given  date  which. has  passed,  provisions 
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found  by  the  United  States  Supreme  Court  to  he  unconstitutional) 
clutters  up  the  statutes  and  should  he  deleted.  Some  language  in 
the  North  Carolina  General  Statutes  or  in  the  Constitution  of  Ncrrh 
Carolina  which  affects  the  public  schools  but  which  is  not  currently 
in  the  chapter  of  the  General  Statutes  on  the  public  schools,  needs 
to  be  placed  with  the  public  school  laws  as  a part  of  recodification. 
Also,  new  cross  references  to  existing  portions  of  the  public  school 
laws  need  to  be  placed  in  the  recodified  chapter  to  make  it  more 
coherent  and  more  accessible.  To  the  extent  possible,  the  same 
terms  should  have  the  same  meaning  whenever  they  appear  in  the 
Chapter.  Changes  of  this  nature  should  make  the  public  school 
laws  more  useful  and  more  usable  by  educators,  school  administrators, 
lawyers  and  the  general  public,  without  unduly  complicating  the 
General  Assembly's  task  in  debating  the  proposed  legislation. 

The  Committee  has  prepared  a proposed  recodification  of 
Chapter  115, involving  no  substantive  changes  in  the  law, which 
incorporates  the  types  of  wording  changes  discussed  above.  All 
changes  are  noted  within  the  text  of  the  proposed  recodification. 

A copy  of  the  proposed  recodification  may  be  found  on  pages  D— i 
through  D-579.  An  explanation  of  how  to  read  and  interpret  the 
text  and  the  notations  may  be  found  on  pages  D-1  to  D-5.  Tables 
which  indicate  where  portions  currently  in  Chapter  115  may  be 
found  in  the  recodified  version  and  vice  versa  may  be  found  in 
Appendix  E.

Interpretation  of  the  Text  and  the  Notations 
in  the  Proposed  Recodification  of  Chapter  115 

The  following  is  a proposed  recodification  of  Chapter  115  of 
the  General  Statutes  with  notations  to  indicate  modification  of  the 
language  of  the  current  law.  The  recodified  chapter  has  been  de- 
signated "115C"  so  as  not  to  confuse  it  with  the  current  public 
school  law,  Chapter  115* 

All  lines  in  the  following  which  are  preceded  by  an  asterisk  (*; 
and  which  are  flush  with  the  left-hand  margin  of  the  page,  are  purely 
explanatory  information;  they  are  not  part  of  the  recodification  and 
will  not  appear  in  the  proposed  legislation.  This  explanatory  infor- 
mation always  precedes  the  portion  of  the  proposed  law  which  it  ex- 
plains . 

All  lines  in  the  following  which  are  not  preceded  by  an  asterisk 
and  which  are  not  flush  with  the  left-hand  margin  of  the  page,  are 
part  of  the  text  of  the  proposed  recodification.  (These  lines  will 
be  indented  one  or  more  times  depending  on  how  many  times  they  should 

be  indented  in  the  proposed  legislation.)  These  lines  will  make  up 
the  body  of  the  proposed  legislation.  In  some  of  these  lines, 
language  has  been  slashed  out  (i.e.,  this  in- 

dicates that  language  which  currently  appears  in  the  public  school 
laws  has  been  deleted.  In  some  of  the  lines,  language  has  been 
placed  in  braces  (i.e.  ,^local  schoolj* ) ; this  indicated  that  lan- 
guage which  does  not  currently  appear  in  the  public  school  laws 
has  been  added. 

In  general,  the  first  of  the  explanatory  information  lines 
(left  justified  and  preceded  by  an  asterisk)  gives  the  source  of  the 
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language  in  the  text  immediately  following  them.  If,  for  example, 

the  text  were  from  G.S.  115-^,  the  first  explanatory  line  would  real. 

if  the  text  were  a cross-reference  to  G.S.  115-i  which 
does  not  currently  appear  in  Chapter  11 5 hut  which  merely  refers  to 
a portion  of  it,  the  line  would  read,  "*Cross-reference  to  Sl^5-i-" 
Occasionally,  the  first  line  of  explanatory  text  will  give  a citation 
from  the  current  law,  limited  by  modifying  language.  The  modifying 
language  indicates  that  portions  of  the  text  to  follow  which  do  not 
fit  the  stated  limitation  have  been  slashed  out  of  the  text.  If, 
for  example,  the  explanatory  line  reads,  "*|115-"15^,  as  it  applies 
to  principals,"  it  means  that  the  portions  of  G.S.  115-15^  which 
deal  with  teachers  and  superintendents  and  not  with  principals  have 
been  slashed  out. 

Subsequent  lines  of  explanatory  information  are  generally 
preceded  by  both  an  asterisk  and  a superscript  which  also  appears 
in  the  text  below.  The  language  following  the  superscript  in  the 
explanatory  line  is  a very  brief  explanation  of  what  type  of  mod- 
ification was  made  at  the  corresponding  superscript  in  the  text 
below.  This  explanation  is  not  intended  to  be  an  authoritative  ex- 
position of  the  change;  it  is  supposed  to  key  the  reader  to  the 
nature  of  the  change  and  the  justification  for  it.  For  example,  an 
explanatory  note  may  read,  "*^Language  standardized";  the  correspond- 
ing line  of  text  may  read,  "in  evevj  '^local  schoo]^ 

administrative  unit."  This  means  that,  to  insure  that  the  same  words 
have  the  same  meaning  throughout  the  chapter,  the  text  of  the  current 
law  reading  "in  every  county  and  city  administrative  unit,"  has  been 
changed  to  "in  every  local  school  administrative  unit." 
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Changes  in  the  text  which  merely  change  a current  citation  in 
Chapter  115  to  a correct  citation  in  proposed  Chapter  115C  have 
been  indicated  in  the  text  by  slashing  out  the  old  citation  and 
inserting  the  new  one  in  braces.  No  explanatory  notes  accompany 
changes  of  this  nature.  Examples  of  this  type  of  change  would  be, 
"in  G.s.  nm  fii5c-i] ",  "in  Hutiuuii  m mu  umu  (±n 
subsection  (a)  of  this  sectio^  " , or  "in  this  XUUX?^  ^Partj". 
There  are  no  superscripts  following  these  types  of  changes  and  no 
accompanying  explanatory  notes.

Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  is  hereby  authorized  a:nd 
directed  to  provide  suitable  material  for  the  appropriate 
observance  in  all  the  public  schools  of  the  State  of  all 
special  days  which  are  celebrated  from  year  to  year.  All 
literature  necessary  for  the  proper  observance  of  the  days 
specified  in  this  section  shall  be  prepared  by  the 
Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  printed  at  the 
expense  of  the  State.  The  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  may  fix  a later  or  an  earlier  date  for  the 
observance  of  any  special  day,  the  observance  of  which  is 
required  for  a specific  date,  if  it  shall  appear  to  him  to  be 
more  convenient;  and  he  may  combine  the  programs  so  as  to 
require  the  observance  of  any  two  or  more  of  the  special  days 
at  the  same  time.

— The  length  of  the  school  day 
shall  be  determined  by  the  several  ftXXJ/  {local}  ‘ 

boards  of  education  for  all  public  schools  in  their  respective 
(local  school}^  administrative  units,  and  the  minimum  time  for 
which  teachers  shall  be  employed  in  the  schoolroom  or  on  the 
grounds  supervising  the  activities  of  children  shall  not  be 
less  than  six  hours:  Provided,  the  several  XXX  XXXt 

{local} 1 boards  of  education  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations 
allowing  handicapped  pupils,  kindergarten  pupils,  and  pupils 
attending  the  first,  second,  and  third  grades  to  attend  school 
for  a period  less  than  six  hours.  The  superintendent  of  the

Full  authority  is  hereby  given  to  the  State  Board  of 
Education  during  any  period  of  emergency  to  order  general,  and 
if  necessary,  extended  recesses  or  adjournment  of  the  public 
schools  in  any  section  of  the  State  where  the  planting  or 
harvesting  of  crops  or  any  emergency  conditions  make  such 
action  necessary.

adoption  in  the  elementary  grades.  The  members  who  are 
XYYXYYXY  Yt  {teachers,}!  principals  {or  the  parent  of 
students}!  in  the  high  schools  shall  evaluate  all  books 
offered  for  adoption  in  the  high  school  grades.

COMPACT  FOR  EDUCATION 
Article  I.  Policy  and  Purpose. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  this  Compact  to: 

(1)  Establish  and  maintain  close  cooperation  and 
understanding  among  executive,  legislative,  professional, 
educational  and  lay  leadership  on  a nationwide  basis  at  the 
state  and  local  levels. 

(2)  Provide  a forum  for  the  discussion,  development, 
crystallization  and  recommendation  of  public  policy 
alternatives  in  the  field  of  education. 

(3)  Provide  a clearinghouse  of  information  on  matters 
relating  to  educational  problems  and  how  they  are  being  met  in 
different  places  throughout  the  nation,  so  that  the  executive 
and  legislative  branches  of  state  government  and  of  local 
communities  may  have  ready  access  to  the  experience  and  record 
of  the  entire  country,  and  so  that  both  lay  and  professional 
groups  in  the  field  of  education  may  have  additional  avenues 
for  the  sharing  of  experience  and  the  interchange  of  ideas  in 
the  formation  of  public  policy  in  education. 

(4)  Facilitate  the  improvement  of  state  and  local 
educational  systems  so  that  all  of  them  will  be  able  to  meet 
adequate  and  desirable  goals  in  a society  which  requires 
continuous  qualitative  and  quantitative  advances  in 
educational  opportunities,  methods  and  facilities. 

(5)  It  is  the  policy  of  this  Compact  to  encourage  and 
promote  local  and  state  initiative  in  the  development, 
maintenance,  improvement  and  administration  of  educational 
systems  and  institutions  in  a manner  which  will  accord  with 
the  needs  and  advantages  of, diversity  among  localities  and 
states. 

(6)  The  party  states  recognize  that  each  of  them  has  an 
interest  in  the  quality  and  quantity  of  education  furnished  in 
each  of  the  other  states,  as  well  as  in  the  excellence  of  its 
own  educational  systems  and  institutions,  because  of  the 
highly  mobile  character  of  individuals  within  the  nation,  and 
because  of  the  products  and  services  contributing  to  the 
health,  welfare  and  economic  advancement  of  each  state

(which) ‘ are  supplied  in  significant  part  by  persons  educated 
in  other  states. 

Article  II.  State  Defined. 

As  used  in  this  Compact,  'state*  means  a state,  territory 
or  possession  of  the  United  States,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
or  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Rico. 

Article  III.  The  Commission. 

(1)  The  education  commission  of  the  states,  hereinafter 
called  'the  (commission* ,}  2 is  hereby 
established.  The  Commission  shall  consist  of  seven  members 
representing  each  party  state.  One  of  such  members  shall  be 
the  governor;  two  shall  be  members  of  the  state  legislature 
selected  by  its  respect^ive  houses  and  serving  in  such  manner 
as  the  legislature  may  determine;  and  four  shall  be  appointed 
by  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor,  unless  the  laws 
of  the  state  otherwise  provide.  If  the  laws  of  a state 
prevent  legislators  from  serving  on  the  commission,  six 
members  shall  be  appointed  and  serve  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
governor,  unless  the  laws  of  the  state  otherwise  provide.  In 
addition  to  any  other  principles  or  requirements  which  a state 
may  establish  for  the  appointment  and  service  of  its  members 
of  the  commission,  the  guiding  principle  for  the  composition 
of  the  membership  on  the  commission  from  each  party  state 
shall  be  that  the  members  representing  such  state  shall,  by 
virtue  of  their  training,  experience,  knowledge  or 
affiliations  be  in  a position  collectively  to  reflect  broadly 
the  interests  of  the  state  government,  higher  education,  the 
state  educatioh  system,  local  education,  lay  and  professional, 
public  and  nonpublic  educational  leadership.  Of  those 
appointees,  one  shall  be  the  head  of  a state  agency  or 
institution,  designated  by  the  governor,  having  responsibility 
for  one  or  more  programs  of  public  education.  In  addition  to 
the  members  of  the  commission  representing  the  party  states, 
there  may  be  not  to  exceed  ten  nonvoting  commissioners 
selected  by  the  steering  committee  for  terms  of  one  year. 
Such  commissioners  shall  represent  leading  national 
organizations  of  professional  educators  or  persons  concerned 
with  educational  administration. 

(2)  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
vote  each  on  the  commission.  No  action  of  the  commission 
shall  be  binding  unless  taken  at  a meeting  at  which  a majority 
of  the  total  number  of  votes  on  the  commission  are  cast  in 
favor  thereof.  Action  of  the  commission  shall  be  only  at  a 
meeting  at  which  a majority  of  the  commissioners  are  present. 
The  commission  shall  meet  at  least  once  a year.  In  its 
bylaws,  and  subject  to  such  directions  and  limitations  as  may 
be  contained  therein,  the  commission  may  delegate  the  exercise 
of  any  of  its  powers  to  the  steering  committee  or  the 
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executive  director,  except  for  the  power  to  approve  budgets  or 
requests  for  appropriations,  the  power  to  make  policy 
recommendations  pursuant  to  Article  IV  and  adoption  of  the 
annual  report  pursuant  to  Article  III(IO). 

(3)  The  commission  shall  have  a seal. 

(4)  The  commission  shall  elect  annually,  from  among  its 
members,  a chairman,  who  shall  be  a governor,  a vice-chairman 
and  a treasurer.  The  commission  shall  provide  for  the 
appointment  of  an  executive  director.  Such  executive  director 
shall  serve  at  th@  pleasure  of  the  commission,  and  together 
with  the  treasurer  and  such  other  personnel  as  the  commission 
may  deem  appropriate  shill  be  bonded  in  such  amount  as  the 
commission  shall  determine.  She  executive  director  shall  be 
secretary. 

(5)  irrespecti’^®  of  civil  service,  personnel  or  other 
merit  system  laws  pf  any  of  the  papty  States,  the  executive 
director  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  steering  committee 
shall  appoint,  remove  or  discharge  such  personnel  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  performance  the  functions  of  the 
commission,  and  shall  fii  the  duties  and  compensation  of  such 
personnel.  The  commission  in  its  bylaws  shall  provide  for  the 
personnel  policies  and  programs  of  the  commission. 

(6)  The  commission  may  borrow,  accept  or  contract  for  the 
services  of  personnel  from  any  party  jurisdiction,  the  United 
States,  or  any  subdivision  or  agency  of  the  aforementioned 
governments,  or  from  any  agency  of  two  or  more  of  the  party 
jurisdictions  or  their  subdivisions. 

(7)  The  commission  may  accept  for  any  of  its  purposes  and 
functions  under  this  compact  any  and  all  donations,  and  grants 
of  money,  equipment,  supplies,  materials  and  services, 
conditional  or  otherwise,  from  any  state,  the  United  States, 
or  any  other  governmental  agency,  or  from  any  person,  firm, 
association,  foundation,  or  corporation,  and  may  receive, 
utilize  and  dispose  of  the  same.  Any  donation  or  grant 
accepted  by  the  commission  pursuant  to  this  paragraph  or 
services  borrowed  pursuant  to  paragraph  (6)  of  this  article 
shall  be  reported  in  the  annual  report  of  the  commission. 
Such  report  shall  include  the  nature,  amount  and  conditions, 
if  any,  of  the  donation,  grant,  or  services  borrowed,  and  the 
identity  of  the  donor  or  lender. 

(8)  The  commission  may  establish  and  maintain  such 
facilities  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  its 
business.  The  commission  may  acquire,  hold,  and  convey  real 
and  personal  property  and  any  interest  therein. 

(9)  The  commission  shall  adopt  bylaws  for  the  conduct  of 
its  business  and  shall  have  the  power  to  amend  and  rescind 
these  bylaws.  The  commission  shall  publish  its  bylaws  in 
convenient  form  and  shall  file  a copy  thereof  and  a copy  of 
any  amendment  thereto,  with  the  appropriate  agency  or  officer 
in  each  of  the  party  states. 

(10)  The  commission  annually  shall  make  to  the  governor 
and  legislature  of  each  party  state  a report  covering  the 
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activities  of  the  comnission  for  the  preceding  year.  The 
commission  may  make  such  additional  reports  as  it  may  deem 
desirable. 


Article  IV.  Powers. 


In  addition  to  authority  conferred  on  the  commission  by 
other  provisions  of  the  Compact,  the  commission  shall  have 
authority  to: 

(1)  Collect,  correlate,  analyze  and  interpret  information 
and  data  concerning  educational  needs  and  resources. 

(2)  Encourage  and  foster  research  in  all  aspects  of 
education,  but  with  special  reference  to  the  desirable  scope 
of  instruction,  organization,  administration,  and 
instructional  methods  and  standards  employed  or  suitable  for 
employment  in  public  educational  systems. 

(3)  Develop  proposals  for  adequate  financing  of  education 
as  a whole  and  at  each  of  its  many  levels. 

(4)  Conduct  or  participate  in  research  of  the  types 
referred  to  in  this  article  in  any  instance  where  the 
commission  finds  that  such  research  is  necessary  for  the 
advancement  of  the  purposes  and  policies  of  this  Compact, 
utilizing  fully  the  resources  of  national  associations, 
regional  compact  organizations  for  higher  education,  and  other 
agencies  and  institutions,  both  public  and  private. 

(5)  Formulate  suggested  policies  and  plans  for  the 
improvement  of  public  education  as  a whole,  or  for  any  segment 
thereof,  and  make  recommendations  with  respect  thereto 
available  to  the  appropriate  governmental  units,  agencies  and 
public  officials. 

(6)  Do  such  other  things  as  may  be  necessary  or  incidental 
to  the  administration  of  any  of  its  authority  or  functions 
pursuant  to  this  Compact. 

Article  V.  Cooperation  with  Federal  Government. 


(1)  If  the  laws  of  the  United  States  specifically  so 
provide,  or  if  administrative  provision  is  made  therefor 
within  the  federal  government,  the  United  States  may  be 
represented  on  the  commission  by  not  to  exceed  10 
representatives.  Any  such  representative  or  representatives 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  appointed  and  serve  in  such 
manner  as  may  be  provided  by  or  pursuant  to  federal  lav,  cind 
may  be  drawn  from  any  one  or  more  branches  of  the  federal 
government,  but  no  such  representatives  shall  have  a vote  on 
the  commission. 

(2)  The  commission  may  provide  information  and  make 
recommendations  to  any  executive  or  legislative  agency  or 
officer  of  the  federal  government  concerning  the  common 
educational  policies  of  the  states,  and  may  advise  with  any 
such  agencies  or  officers  concerning  any  matter  of  mutual 
interest. 
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article  VI.  Committees. 

(1)  To  assist  in  the  expeditious  conduct  of  its  business 
when  the  full  commission  is  not  meeting,  the  commission  shall 
elect  a steering  committee  of  32  members  which,  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  Compact  and  consistent  with  the  policies  of 
the  commission,  shall  be  constituted  and  function  as  provided 
in  the  bylaws  of  the  commission.  One  fourth  of  the  voting 
membership  of  the  steering  committee  shall  consist  of 
governors,  one  fourth  shall  consist  of  legislators,  and  the 
remainder  shall  consist  of  other  members  of  the  commission,  a 
federal  representative  on  the  commission  may  serve  with  the 
steering  committee,  but  without  vote.  The  voting  members  of 
the  steering  committee  shall  serve  for  terms  of  two  years, 
except  that  members  elected  to  the  first  steering  committee  of 
the  commission  shall  be  elected  as  follows;  16  for  one  year 
and  16  for  two  years.  The  chairman,  vice-chairman,  and 
treasurer  of  the  commission  shall  be  members  of  the  steering 
committee  and,  anything  in  this  paragraph  to  the  contrary 
notwithstanding,  shall  serve  during  their  continuance  in  these 
offices.  Vacancies  in  the  steering  committee  shall  not  affect 
its  authority  to  act,  but  the  commission  at  its  next  regularly 
ensuing  meeting  following  the  occurrence  of  any  vacancy  shall 
fill  it  for  the  unexpired  term.  No  person  shall  serve  more 
than  two  terms  as  a member  of  the  steering  committee;  provided 
that  service  for  a partial  term  of  one  year  or  less  shall  not 
be  counted  toward  the  two-term  limitation. 

(2)  The  commission  may  establish  advisory  and  technical 
committees  composed  of  state,  local,  and  federal  officials, 
and  private  persons  to  advise  it  with  respect  to  any  one  or 
more  of  its  functions.  Any  advisory  or  technical  committee 
may,  on  request  of  the  states  concerned,  be  established  to 
consider  any  matter  of  special  concern  to  two  or  more  of  the 
party  states. 

(3)  The  commission  may  establish  such  additional 
committees  as  its  bylaws  may  provide. 

Article  VII.  Finance. 

(1)  The  commission  shall  advise  the  governor  or  designated 
officer  or  officers  of  each  party  state  of  its  budget  and 
estimated  expenditures  for  such  period  as  may  be  required  by 
the  laws  of  that  party  state.  Each  of  the  commission's 
budgets  of  estimated  expenditures  shall  contain  specific 
recommendations  of  the  amount  or  amounts  to  be  appropriated  by 
each  of  the  party  states. 

(2)  The  total  amount  of  appropriation  requests  under  any 
budget  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  party  states.  In  making 
such  apportionment,  the  commission  shall  devise  and  employ  a 
formula  which  takes  equitable  account  of  the  populations  and 
per  capita  income  levels  of  the  party  states. 
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(3)  The  coffimission  shall  not  pledge  the  credit  of  any 
party  states.  The  commission  may  meet  any  of  its  obligations 
in  whole  or  in  part  with  funds  available  to  it  pursuant  to 
Article  III  (7)  of  this  Compact,  provided  that  the  commission 
takes  specific  action  setting  aside  such  funds  prior  to 
incurring  an  obligation  to  be  met  in  whole  or  in  part  in  such 
manner.  Except  where  the  commission  makes  use  of  funds 
available  to  it  pursuant  to  Article  III  (7)  thereof,  the 
commission  shall  not  incur  any  obligation  prior  to  the 
allotment  of  funds  by  the  party  states  adequate  to  meet  the 
same. 

(4)  The  commission  shall  keep  accurate  accounts  of  all 
receipts  and  disbursements.  The  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  commission  shall  be  subject  to  the  audit  and  accounting 
procedures  established  by  its  bylaws.  However,  all  receipts 
and  disbursements  of  funds  handled  by  the  commission  shall  be 
audited  yearly  by  a qualified  public  accountant,  and  the 
report  of  the  audit  shall  be  included  in  and  become  part  of 
the  annual  reports  of  the  commission. 

(5)  The  accounts  of  the  commission  shall  be  open  at  any 
reasonable  time  for  inspection  by  duly  constituted  officers  of 
the  party  states  and  by  any  persons  authorized  by  the 
commission. 

(6)  Nothing  contained  herein  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
commission  compliance  with  laws  relating  to  audit  or 
inspection  of  accounts  by  or  on  behalf  of  any  government 
contributing  to  the  support  of  the  commission. 

Article  VIII.  Eligible  Parties;  Entry  into  and  Withdrawal. 

(1)  This  Compact  shall  have  as  eligible  parties  all 
states,  territories,  and  possessions  of  the  United  States,  the 
District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Commonwealth  of  Puerto  Bico.  In 
respect  of  any  such  jurisdiction  not  having  a governor,  the 
term  {'governor' ,}  2 as  used  in  this  Compact,  shall 
mean  the  closest  equivalent  official  of  such  jurisdiction. 

(2)  Any  state  or  other  eligible  jurisdiction  may  enter 
into  this  Compact  and  it  shall  become  binding  thereon  when  it 
has  adopted  the  same;  Provided  that  in  order  to  enter  into 
initial  effect,  adoption  by  at  least  10  eligible  party 
jurisdictions  shall  be  required. 

(3)  Adoption  of  the  Compact  may  be  either  by  enactment 
thereof  or  by  adherence  thereto  by  the  qovernor;  provided  that 
in  the  absence  of  enactment,  adherence  by  the  qovernor  shall 
be  sufficient  to  make  his  state  a party  only  until  December 
31,  1967.  During  any  period  when  a state  is  participating  in 
this  Compact  through  gubernatorial  action,  the  governor  shall 
appoint  those  persons  who,  in  addition  to  himself,  shall  serve 
as  the  members  of  the  commission  from  his  state,  and  shall 
provide  to  the  commission  an  equitable  share  of  the  financial 
support  of  the  commission  from  any  source  available  to  him. 


(4)  Except  for  a withdrawal  effective  on  December  31 , 
1967,  in  accordance  with  paragraph  (3)  of  this  article,  any 
party  state  may  withdraw  from  this  Compact  by  enacting  a 
statute  repealing  the  same,  but  no  such  withdrawal  shall  take 
effect  until  one  year  after  the  governor  of  the  withdrawing 
state  has  given  notice  in  writing  of  the  withdrawal  to  the 
governors  of  all  other  party  states.  No  withdrawal  shall 
affect  any  liability  already  incurred  by  or  chargeable  to  a 
party  state  prior  to  the  time  of  such  withdrawal. 

Article  IX.  Construction  and  Severability. 

This  Compact  shall  be  liberally  construed  so  as  to 
effectuate  the  purposes  thereof.  The  provisions  of  this 
Compact  shall  be  severable  and  if  any  phrase,  clause,  sentence 
or  provision  of  this  Compact  is  declared  to  be  contrary  to  the 
constitution  of  any  state  or  of  the  United  States,  or  the 
application  thereof  to  any  government,  agency,  person  or 
circumstance  is  held  invalid,  the  validity  of  the  remainder  of 
this  Compact  and  the  applicability  thereof  to  any  government, 
agency,  person  or  circumstance  shall  not  be  affected  thereby. 
If  this  Compact  shall  be  held  contrary  to  the  constitution  of 
any  state  participating  therein,  the  Compact  shall  remain  in 
full  force  and  effect  as  to , the  state  affected  as  to  all 
severable  matters.

(a) There  is  hereby  established  the  North  Carolina  Education 
Council  composed  of  the  members  of  the  education  commission  of 
the  states  representing  this  State,  and  not  exceeding  five 
other  persons  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  terms  of  three 
years.

residing  in  such  special  tax  district,  shall  be  sufficient. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  as  to  abolishing  local  tax 
districts  shall  not  be  applied  when  such  local  tax  district  is 
in  debt  in  any  sum  whatever,  or  has  obligated  or  committed  its 
resources  in  any  contractual  manner;  Provided,  that  no 
election  for  revoking  a local  tax  in  any  local  tax  district 
shall  be  ordered  and  held  in  the  district  within  less  than  one 
year  from  the  date  of  the  election  at  which  the  tax  was  voted

Elections  in  districts  created  from  portions 
of  contiguous  counties. — Districts  already  created  and  those 
that  may  be  created  from  portions  of  two  or  more  continguous 
counties  may  hold  elections  under  this  Article  to  be 
incorporated  or  to  vote  a special  local  tax  therein  for  the 
purposes  enumerated  in  G.S.  / {115C-501.} 

Elections  for  either  purpose  must  be  initiated  by  petitions 
from  the  portion  of  each  county  included  in  the  district,  or 
the  proposed  district.  In  districts  already  created,  the 
majority  of  the  committeemen  must  sign  the  petition.  In 
proposed  districts,  the  peitition  must  be  signed  by  fifteen 
percent  (15^)  of  the  qualified  voters  who  shall  have  resided 
in  such  area  for  the  preceding  12  months.  When  the  petitions 
shall  have  been  approved  by  each  of  the  boards  of  education  of 
such  contiguous  counties,  they  shall  then  be  presented  by  each 
of  said  boards  of  education  to  their  respective  boards  of 
county  commissioners. 

The  boards  of  commissioners  of  each  of  the  contiguous 
counties,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  Article 
relating  to  the  conduct  of  local  tax  elections,  shall  then 
call  and  hold  an  election  in  that  portion  of  the  proposed 
district  lying  in  its  county.  Election  returns  shall  be  made 
from  each  portion  of  the  proposed  district  to  the  board  of 
commissioners  ordering  the  election  in  that  portion,  and  the 
returns  shall  be  canvassed  and  recorded  as  required  in  this 
Article  for  local  tax  districts. 

If  a majority  of  the  voters  who  vote  thereon  in  each  of  the 
counties  shall  vote  in  favor  of  the  tax,  or  for  incorporation, 
the  election  shall  be  determined  to  have  carried  in  the  whole 
district,  and  shall  be  so  recorded  in  the  records  of  the  board 
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of  county  commissioners  in  each  county  in  which  the  district 
is  located.

the  largest  census  and  largest  area  do  not  both  lie  in  the 
same  county,  then  the  county  boards  shall  jointly  select  the 
site  for  the  building;  and  in  case  of  a disagreement  they 
shall  submit  the  question  to  a board  of  arbitration  consisting 
of  three  members,  one  member  to  be  named  by  each  board  of 
education  if  three  counties  are  concerned,  or  if  there  are  but 
two  counties,  then  each  board  shall  choose  one  member  and  the 
two  so  named  shall  select  the  third  member.

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The  county  board  of  education  and  county  superintendent  of

The  committee  of  the  joint  school  district  shall  prepare  a 
budget  annually  in  accordance  with  the  law  governing  budgets 
in  which  the  committee  will  indicate  objects  and  items  of 
expenditure  which  are  proposed  to  be  made  from  the  collection 
of  the  special  tax  of  the  district.  This  budget  shall  show 
the  proportionate  part  of  the  expense  to  be  contributed  by 
each  county,  which  part  shall  be  ascertained  on  the  basis  of 
the  proportions  of  the  total  district  school  census  living  in 
each  respective  county.

(b)  Before  April  15  of  each  year,  the  tax  supervisor  of 
each  county  in  which  the  {local  school)'  administrative  unit 
is  located  shall  certify  to  the  superintendent  of  schools  an 
estimate  of  the  total  assessed  value  of  property  in  the  county 
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subject  to  taxation  on  behalf  of  the  {local  school] ^ 
administrative  unit  and  any  districts  therein  pursuant  to  this 
Article.
